SUGAR 1S SHORT 
> RELIEF DISTANT 


People of Atlantic States 
Must Cut Down on Sweets. 
Relief Likely Late in No- 
vember. 


Washington, October 16.—The east- 
ern states face a sugar shortage, with 
no prospects of relief before late in 
November, when the new Hawalian and 
western beet crops arrive. In a state- 
ment tonight forecasting the shortage 
the food administration again appealed 
to the American people to cut down 
their consumption of candy and sweet 
drinks, and at the same time gave 
warning that rétailers already have 
received their stocks at prices recent- 
ly agreed upon and the public should 
pay no more during the temporary” 
scarcity in the east than it has been 
paying during the past thirty days. 

The shortage is due, the administra- 
tion says, to the failure of the public 
outside of a few loyal homes to reduce 
consumption, and to unusual exports 
to France in order that the French 
people may have their meager ration 
of one pound of sugar per person per 
month.

NEARLY ALL OESEL ISLE 
* CAPTURED BY GERMANS 


Two Other Islands in Gulf 
of Riga Also Taken by 
| Germans—Artillery Is Ac- 
tive on Western Front; But 
No Infantry Attacks. 


New York, October 16.—(By Associat- 
ed Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.)—Apparently there has been 
no cessation in the rapid program of 
the Germans to seize in its entiretly 
the Russian island of Oesel, at the head 
of the Gulf of Finland. But although 
their troope now have taken the great- 
er portion of the island, the aid they 
had expected from their fleet in putting 
down Russian opposition in adjacent 
waters is meeting with considerable re- 
sistance from the Russian warships. 

The Russians are disinclined to throw 
their naval vessels into a general en- 
gagement with the invaders, fearing 
that the superiority of the Germans 
would result in losses to them which 
would leave open the pathway through 
the Gulf of Finland up to Petrograd. 
But in a small battle with torpedo 
craft and possibly light cruisers, the 
Russians have sunk two German torpe- 
do boats and damaged two Others in 
Soela sound, .to the north of Oesel is- 
land, while the Russians themselves 
have lost a torpedo boat destroyer. The

Washington, October 16.—With four- 
teen working days gone and only ten 


more to come, Liberty bond sales were 
believed by treasury officials tonight 
to have just touched the $1,000,000,000 
mark, a result which has led them to 
wonder if the $5,000,000,000 hoped for 
could be attained in the final days of 
the campaign. 

“Committees in almost every part of 
the country still wire encouragingly 
that they can make their maximum 
totals,” says a treasury department 
statement. “Possibly they can, but 
either they are concealing their actual 
sales—which is not believed to be the 
case—or there must be a most unex- 
pected, spurt in the offing. 

“Certainly there is little about the 
sales thus far to warrant great confi- 
dnece that the $5,000,000,000 mark will 
be reached.” 

Official figures reported to the treas- 
ury department tonight representing 
actual sales at the close of business 
yesterday, place the total at $528,2390,- 
850, or little more than half the 
$1,000,000,000 believed to have been 
subscribed. These figures do not in-

“Practically all of the cane sugar in 
the hands of the refiners and the pro- 
ducers has now been distributed to the 
jobbers and retailers at _ the prices 
maintained during the last two months, 
or upon a basis that should reach the 
consumer in the neighborhood of 9 
cents per pound. Therefore, if by vir- 
tue of the shortage in the eastern 
states, the prices of sugar should in- 
crease, it is only proof that it has been 
increased at the hands of the handling 
trades—not at the hands of either the 
producer or the refiner. The food ad- 
ministration asks the public not to pay 
more for sugar during the present 
shortage than it has been paying dur- 
ing the last thirty days. en the 
supply of beet sugar reaches the At- 
lantic seaboard it should be available 


upon a less basis than the cane prices 
above mentioned. 

“Furthermore, the food administra- 
tion requests that all jobbers in the 
west, as well as in the east, should dis- 
tribute their sugar with care amongst 
the retailers in much reduced quanti- 
ties,. and that the retailers, in turn, 
should refuse to sell but a very lim- 
ited quantity to any one customer. We 
also trust that jobbers will refuse to 
sell sugar to any retailer who advances 
the price. ) 

“A remedial contribution can be 
made if the American people will at 
once reduce their consumption of can- 
dy and sweet drinks. Many household- 
ers of the country have responded to 
the appeals for voluntary reduction, 
and unless we can secure a wider and 
immediate reduction of the sugar con- 
meee in candy, ice cream and sweet 
drinks, it will be necessary next year 
to curtail the supplies to these indus- 
tries, as has been done all over Europe.”

Both 
were known by reputation to many 
American bankers, and found no diffi- 
culty in obtaining employment with 
the Guaranty Trust company of this 
city. Von Seebecke soon became head 
of one of the divisions in the foreign 
department. More than a year ago, 
however, the Guaranty company drop- 
ped them from the rolls of its em- 

because of their pro-German 
sympathies. 

After that both obtained employment 
in an importing house, with offices on 
the water front, and it was there they 
were taken into custody today by 
agents of the intelligence bureau. Con- 
siderable secrecy was maintained as to 
their antecedents, and no information 
was obtainable concerning their pro- 
German activities, 

Von Seebecke is reputed to be a mem- 
ber of a family of famous German army 
commanders. He chose civil life, how- 
ever, rather than the army, and en- 
tered the service of a Berlin bank, later 
being sent to the London branch of the 
institution. 

While in London he was a frequent 
visitor to the German embassy, and 
when war between his country and 
Great Britain became imminent, he, as 
well as other Germans of prominence, 
was subjected to the surveillance of 
British detectives. Several of Von 
Seebecke’s friends were arrested, but he 
eluded the.officers and arrived in New 
York August 22, 1914. 

Kuhn is reported to have been a 
friend of Court von Bernstorff, former 
German ambassador. His father is a 
banker and lives in Mannheim, Ger- 
many. He and Von Seebeck were con- 
nected with the Guaranty Trust com- 
pany when Bolo Pasha was receiving 
hg funds through that institu- 

on. 

Both men applied last May for per- 
mits to pass through zones barred to 
enemy aliens, but it could not be learned 
whether permits had been granted.

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$40,000,000Daily 
Cost of World War 
To United States 


Total Daily Cost to Bel- 
ligerents $160,000,000, of 
Which This Country Pays. 
One-Fourth. 


New York, October 16.—The war is 
costing the belligerent nations of the 
world at the rate of $160,000,000 a day— 
$6,600,000 an hour—and the United 
States is paying at least one-quarter of 
this staggering sum, according to esti- 
mates made today by the Mechanics and 
Metals National Bank of New York. 
The estimated daily cost at the be- 
ginning of the war was $50,000,000, and 
a year ago it was $100,000,000. This 
country’s rate of expenditure is 
greater than any other nation, Great 
Britain being second and Germany 
next. 

By next August, according to the 
bank figures, the total cost to the world 
will be $155,000,000,000. Already ex- 
penditures have exceeded $100,000,000,- 
000, of which all but a fraction has 
been translated into permanent na- 
tonal indebtedness, Interest on public 
debtisnow calculated to be more than 
10 per cent of the normal income of the 
German people, as compared with less 
than one-half of 1 per cent in the case 
of the people of this country. 

The developed national wealth of the 
allies is placed at $600,000,000,000 by 
the bank, while that of the Teutonic 
powers is given as $130,000,000,000. 

About 63,000,000 men are today en- 
gaged in the war. To what extent the 
entente allles have gained superiority 
ovér Germany is shown by the bank in 
striking fashion. 

With no more than 2,000,000 of Amer- 
ican manhood enlisted, the total mill- 
tary strenth of the allies ig 33,000,000, 
against a total for Germany, Austria- 
Hiungary, Bulgaria and Turkey of 
20,000,000. The population of 14 en- 
tente allles, from which the ranks of 
their armies may be replenished, is al- 
together 1,300,000,000, against a popula- 
tion of less than 150,000,000 in the cen- 
tral European nations. 

U. & EXPENDITURES 
FAR BEYOND RECEIPTS. 

Washington, October 16.—Govern- 
ment expenditures since the beginning 
of the fiscal year, July 1. are nearing 
the $3,000,000,000 mark. The total, re- 
ported on the daily treasury statement 
of yesterday, was $2,921,075,341. This 
is nearly $800,000,000 more than re- 
ceipts during this period, including that 
portion of the first Liberty Loan paid 
since the fiscal year began, 

The greatest single item of expendli- 
tures was $1,571,200,000 advanced to the 
allies. Ordinary disbursements, includ- 
ing military and naval 
and the cost thus far of the shipbuild- 
ing and aircraft production programa, 
total $1,029,976,541. A total of $286,- 
711,722 had been expended in the retire- 
ment of short-time certificates of in- 
debtedness.

Washington, October 16.—(Special.)— 
J. J. Brown, commissioner of ‘agricul- 
ture, and R. O. Neely, trustee of the 
experiment station, were in Washing- 
ton today to confer with Secretary of 
Agriculture Houston about the agricul- 
tural experiment station at Griffin.

Detroit, Mich., October 16.—Detroit's 
Liberty Loan drive received powerful 
impetus today when it was announced 
that Henry Ford had _= contributed 
$5,000,000 and that the Ford Motor 
company had made a similar contribu- 
tion. Ford's subscription was accom- 
panied by a statement declaring that 
the United States in making war on 
Germany did the “best thing that ever 
happened for the world.” 

The announcement of Ford’s sub- 
Scription and his statement was made 
at the noon meeting 
Loan committee. Detroit has now sub- 
scribed more than $25,000,000 to the 
second loan. 

“Although there is not a man in the 
world more opposed to war than my- 
self, I feel that we must support our 
fovernment to the limit in this war, 
because our president is pledged to 
abolish future wars as far as pos- 
sible,” said Ford in his statement.

Springfield, Tl, October 16.—More

southern Illinois, representing between

/down today and the coal mining indus-

, who demand immediate wage increases. 

Miners said today they were given 
to understand that the new wage agree- 
iment reached at Washington would be 
effective without delay. Operators, on 
the other hand, pointed to a clause 
|making the increases contingent upon 
/an advance by the fuel administration 
in Illinois coal prices, declaring present 
prices are prohibitive of wage increases. 

The Washington agreement provid- 
‘ed for an increase of 10 cents a ton for 
(mining coal, a flat rate of $5 a day for 
day work and a 15 per cent increase 
for yardage and dead work. 
'GARFIELD AROUSED 
‘BY NEWS OF STRIKE. 

Washington, October 16.—Aroused by 
inews of the pending strike in the south- 
.east, Fuel Administrator Garfield to- 


day telegraphed the heads of the dis- 
trict unions demanding that there be 
no walkouts and giving warnings that 
he would use every power committed 
to him to prevent them. Similar mes- 
sages went to the operators in the ter- 
ritory. 

Following 
‘field sent the union officials, 
telegrams going to the operators 
the territory involved: 

“I am informed that the officers of 
your national association have appealed 
to you to use every effort in your pow- 
er to avert a strike at this time, in 
view of the national situation and the 
great task imposed on President Wil- 
son. I cannot too strongly reinforce 
this message. 

“Strikes must not take place. If they

|'UNION LEADER 
/OPPOSES STRIKE.

New York, October 16.—Fritz Kuhn, 
prior to the outbreak of the war, Lon- 
‘don representative of the Deutsche 


| Bank of Berlin, and George von See- 
' becke, also formerly connected with a 
‘German bank in London,

gence bureau of the navy department 
and sent to Ellis island for internment 
as dangerous enemy aliens. 

Von Seebecke is believed to be the son 
of General Baron von Seebecke, com- 
mander of the German Tenth army

Both men fled from England to es- 


l'ecape internment there as enemy aliens, 


and came to the United States. Both 
were known by reputation to many 
American bankers, and found no diffi- 
culty in obtaining employment with 
the Guaranty Trust company of this 
city. Von Seebecke soon became head 
of one of the divisions in the foreign 
department. More than a year ago, 
however, the Guaranty company drop- 
ped them from the rolls of its em- 
ployees because of their pro-German 
ad trig oe 

After that both obtained employment 
in an importing house, with offices on 
the water front, and it was there they 
were taken into custody today by 
agents of the intelligence bureau. Con- 
siderable secrecy was maintained as to 
their antecedents, and no information 
was obtainable concerning their pro- 
German activities. 

Von Seebecke is reputed to be a mem- 
ber of a family of famous German army 
commanders. He chose civil life, how- 
ever, rather than the army, and en- 
tered the service of a Berlin bank, later 
being sent to the London branch of the 
institution. 

While in London he was a frequent 
visitor to the German embassy, and 
when war between his econtry and 
Great Britain became imminent, he, as 
well as other Germans of prominence, 
was subjected to the survelllance of 
British detectives. Several of Von 
Seebecke’s friends were arrested, hut he 
eluded the.officers and arrived in New 
York August 22, 1914. 

Kuhn is reported to have been a 
friend of Court von Bernstorff, former 
German ambassador. His father is a 
banker and lives in Mannheim, Ger- 
many. He and Von Seebeck were con- 
nected with the Guaranty Trust com- 
pany whén Bolo Pasha was receiving 
a funds through that institu- 
tion. 

Both men applied last May for per- 
mits to pass through zones barred to 
enemy aliens, but it could not be learned 
whether permits had been granted.

$40,000,000Daily 
Cost of World War 
To United States 


Total Daily Cost to Bel- 
ligerents $160,000,000, of 
Which This Country Pays 
One-Fourth. 


New York, October 16.—The war is 
costing the belligerent nations of the 
world at the rate of $160,000,000 a day— 
$6,500,000 am hour—and the United 
States is paying at least one-quarter of 
thie staggering sum,-according to esti- 
mates made today by the Mechanics and 
Metals National Bank of New York. 
The estimated daily cost at the be- 
ginning of the war was $50,000,000, and 
@ year ago it was $100,000,000. This 
country’s rate of expenditure is 
greater than any other nation, Great 
Britain being second and Germany 
next. 

By next August, according to the 
bank figures, the total cost to the world 
will be §$155,000,000,000. Already ex- 
penditures have exceeded $100,000,000,- 
000, of which all but a fraction has 
been translated into permanent na- 
tonal indebtedness, Interest on public 
debtis now calculated to be more than 
10 per cent of the normal income of the 
German people, as compared with less 
than one-half of 1 per cent in the case 
of the people of this country. 

The developed national wealth of the 
allies is placed at $600,000,000,000 by 
the bank, while that of the Teutonic 
powers is given as $130,000,000,000. 

About 63,000,000 men are today en- 
gaged in the war. To what extent the 
entente allies have gained superiority 
ovér Germany is shown by the bank in 
striking fashion. 

With no more than 2,000,000 of Amer- 
ican manhood enlisted, the total mill- 
tary strenth of the allies is 33,000,000, 
against a total for Germany, Austria- 
liungary, Bulgaria and Turkey of 
20,000,000. The population of 14 en- 
tente allles, from which the ranks of 
their armies may be replenished, is al- 
together 1,300,000,000, against a popula- 
tion of less than 150,000,000 in the cen- 
tral European nations. 

U. & EXPENDITURES 
FAR BEYOND RECEIPTS. 

Washington, October 16.—Govern- 
ment expenditures since the beginning 
of the fiscal year, July 1. are nearing 
the $3,000,000,000 mark. The total, re- 
ported on the daily treasury statement 
of yesterday, was $2,921,075,341. This 
is nearly $800,000,000 more than re- 
ceipts during this period, including that 
portion of the first Liberty Loan paid 
Since the fiscal year began, 

The greatest single item of expendl- 
tures was $1,571,200,000 advanced to the 
allies. Ordinary disbursements, includ- 
ing military and naval 
and the cost thus far of the shipbuild- 
ing and aircraft production programas, 
total $1,029,976,541. A total of $286,- 
711,722 had been expended in the retire- 
ment of short-time certificates of in- 
debtedneas., 

Receipts from ordinary sources, in- 
cluding the income tax (paid for the 
most part just before the end of the 
fiscal year), customs receipts and taxes 
on Hquors, beer, tobacco and other di- 
rect taxes, totaled $269,642,695. <A total 
of $512,674,906 on the first Liberty Loan 
was paid in this fiscal year, while $1,- 
350,000,000 was realized through the 
issuance of short-time certificates of 
indebtedness which will have to be re- 
tired out of second Liberty Bond re- 
ceilpts. 

Receipts and expenditures for the 
corresponding period es year were 
$220.529,380 and $302,603,285, respective- 
ly, or about one-tenth of this year’s 
figures.

“IT appear here to submit to you in 
the form of a letter all the statements 
I deem it necessary to make at this 
time,” said Senator La Follette, as he 
presented the communication, and then 
left the room. 

“You say in your letter,” wrote Sen- 
ator La Follette, “that the question, 
and the only question, you are now 
considering, since I have furnished you 
with a copy of the speech, is ‘the ac- 
curacy of the statements contained in 
the speech.’ 

“The speech contains scores of state- 
ments relating to a variety of sub- 
jects. 

“You say that the committee has 
challenged the accuracy of no asser- 
tion in the speech. Then I must be 
entitled to be advised who has chal- 
lenged the accuracy of any statemert 
in the speech before another step “‘s 
taken in this proceeding. 

“The resolution of the Minnesot,a 
commission of public safety, upon 
which you assert you are acting, does 
not challenge the accuracy of any 
statement made in the speech. If any 
statement has been so challenged by 
any one, I now request you to advise 
me by whom it has been challenged 
and upon what evidence. 

Objects to Ex-Parte Proceedings. 

“If there is any truth in the nevs- 

paper reports that your committee ex- 
pects to accept mere statements of in- 
dividuals as a basis for any report 
of the committee or for any action by 
| vou. I protest against such ex-parte

City Stock Yards—Arson 
Rumors. 


Kansas City, October 16.—Reports 
‘that the fire which destroyed a large 
| portion of the Kansas City stock yards 
iand today resulted in the death of ap- 
‘proximately 11,000 cattle and 3,300 
, hogs was of incendiary origin, persisted 
| tonight, although discredited by offi- 
| cials of the corporation owning the 
yards, 

While no definite fire damage esti- 
mates have as yet been made, insur- 
ance adjusters and officials of the stock 
yards corporation place the loss at ap- 


proximately $750,000. 

‘ Heavy insurance was carried both 
upon the buildings.of the stock yards 
and upon the live stock, but the amount 
has not been announced. 

Investigations were made during the 
day by J. E. Marvin, fire warden, and 
Chief John Egner, of the Kansas City 
fire department. Both men believe the 
fire was set;but declare that the area 
is so devastated that no indications of 
an incendiary origin could have escaped 
the flames, 

The statement of the officers is based 
largely upon the assertions of Lieuten- 
ant E. J. Bishoff, of the first fire com- 
pany to arrive at the yards after the 
alarm had been received, who said that 
three f®es were burning fully 2,000 
yards apart, in different portions of 
the yards. 

George R. Collet, general manager of 
of the stock yards, declared he believed 
the fire resulted from natural causes 
and that the wind had blown sparks 
from the first fire, starting the other 
two blazes. Private detectives, how- 
ever, were said to be investigating the 
incendiary rumors, 

The work of clearing away the debris 
for the reconstruction of the destroyed 
pens and buildings began at once.

STRANGE WORLD 


When War Ends and They 
Attempt to Restore Ruin- 
ed Commerce — No More 
Domination, Says Red- 
field. 


New York, October 16.—What a 
different world of trade this will be 
after the war was pictured to the 
Southern Commercial congress here 
tonight by Secretary Redfield in an 
address telling of the cutting of the 
threads of Germany’s foreign com- 
merce by her own act, and of the 
awakening of America and her allies 
to the danger of having their indus- 
tries dependent upon foreign and pos- 
sibly unfriendly sources of supply. 

“When peace shall come and her 
merchants take up the task of restor- 
ing Germany’s ruined commerce, they 
will find that it is a strange world 
which they seek to re-enter,” said the 
secretary. “There will be difficulties 
in the path of the future peaceful pen- 
etration of which they seem not to 
dream Commercial frightfulness, like 
ite military namesake, will have pass- 
ed away. 

“It will hardly be said again to any 
secretary of commerce of the United 
States that the German dyestuff ve- 
rein will not ‘permit’ the establish- 
ment of an American dyestuff indus- 
try. The monopolies on which Ger- 
man foreign commerce in large part 
seemed to rest secure have passed 
away. 

German Blindness Pitiful. 
“It is pitiful to read extracts from 


the German press which seem to show 


that they expect to take up the task | 
their commerce where | 


of rebuilding 
they laid it down. They reckon the 
world’s demand for potash as a purely 
German asset. It was so, but it is so 
no longer. They were the world’s 
source of dyestuffs. That opportunity 
has gone. It was they to whom the 
world looked for optical glass. We 
do not look there now. They were 
the source of supply of chemical 
porcelain. We make it today as well 
as they. ' 

“TI need not tell you of the commer- 
cial value of what we call ‘good will,’ 
or point the advantage of doing busi- 
ness as ‘a going concern.’

It 
must be renewed under circumstances 
of peculiar hardship. 

“As it will be a strange 
which the German merchant will 
out when war shall close, so let me 
add it’ will be in’ a large measure a 
strange world upon which the Ameri- 
can merchant will look out at the same 
time.

THE CHEMIST. 


Some years agoa Georgia farmer paid a 
chemist $10 for telling him that a certain 
mineral the farmer had found on his land 
was worthless. 

Later on, however, the chemist, by re- 
peated experiments and hard study, discov- 
ered a hitherto unknown use for the sub- 
stance in question, and now the farmer is 
growing rich from royalties. 

Here, then, is one instance in which is 
demonstrated the dollars-and-cents value of 
the chemist to the community. But it isn’t 
an isolated instance, nor is it without its 
counterpart—many of them, in fact—right 
here in Georgia. 

For instance, the mining of pyrites, which 
is rapidly assuming proportions as a Georgia 
industry, the building of railroads to the 
pyrites fields, and of factories for the conver- 
sion of pyrites into a commercial product, 
would never have come about had not a 
chemist discovered that sulphuric acid could 
be made from pyrites, and had not a chemist 
demonstrated that a certain glittering min- 
eral substance, neglected for generations by 
north Georgians, is pyrites ore and very 
valuable. 

The same is true of our dolomites, the 
mineral found in abundance in Georgia, from 
which the manufacture of Epsom salts is a 
new and rapidly growing local industry. To 
a degree it is true also to our mica industry, 
to say nothing of the part chemistry and 
chemists have played and are playing in the 
manufacture of mineral and other kinds of 
fertilizers upon which our land’s productivity 
depends for plant food; the cotton seed and 
other vegetable oil industries, which rank 
higher in importance every year; our brick 
and chemical pottery manufactories, etc— 
the fruits of chemistry and nothing else. 

As a matter of fact, all industry is an 
application of either physics or chemistry, 
or both. 

There is little, if anything, that we do in 
a commercial or a manufacturing way that 
is not dependent more or less upon *chem- 
istry. It is almost as common in its bearing 
upon human or community existence and 
happiness as is the force of gravity. 

It would be. good for the community it 
it knew more about its chemists. It would 
mean dollars to the people 'o make the ac- 
quaintance of the chemists of their commu- 
nity and seek their advice occasionally upon 
perplexing questions that arise with fre- 
quency in every-day life:

adaptable to a certain character of soil; the 
certain element of plant food that his land 
may lack to perhaps double its value; the 
ingredient—it may be one of primary im- 
portance—in which his stock ration is 
wanting.

THE CARE OF ROADS. 

What Mr. Fred W. Hadley says in his 
communication, which appears elsewhere 
upon this page, commenting on our recent 
editorial on the habitual tendency of vehicle 
drivers to follow in the other fellow’s tracks, 
thus soon cutting the highway into ruts, is 
true. 

While indorsing The Constitution’s con- 
tention, this correspondent makes the point 
that nobody, however public-spirited, how- 
ever thoughtful he might be or however de- 
sirous of keeping the highways free from 
ruts and in tip-top condition, is going to 
“jolt his car or his ladies” by picking rough 
places. He will “take the smoothest path.” 
It is humanly natural to do so; theoretically, 
he would be performing a public service were 
he to drive a little to one side or the other 
of the beaten track, thus keeping the road 
surface smooth and the wear and tear upon 
it equally distributed. 

But the real value in Mr. Hadley’s com- 
munication lies in his suggestion that any 
good road surface can be kept in perfect re- 
pair by the simple process of dragging it at 
intervals. : 

It is the height of extravagance to spend 
thousands of dollars in the construction of a 
good road, then let it deteriorate for want of 
attention until finally it is beyond repair 
Save at an expenditure almost equaling the 
original cost of construction. 


The truth of the old axiom that “a stitch | 


in time saves nine” applies nowhere more 
pointedly than on a well-constructed piece 
of hard-surface roadway; and the use of a 
drag, with frequency and regularity and at a 
nominal monthly cost, means the saving of 
thousands of dollars in repairs, to say noth- 
ing of needless wear and tear of vehicles 
torn and wrecked by holes and ruts—the 
fruit of neglect. 


CANNING BRER RABBIT. 


Br’er Rabbit is to contribute his share— 
and it will be a pretty big one—as a war 
measure to help reduce the high cost of 
living.

HEALTH TALKS

REDUCING ABDOMEN AND HIPS. 

The abdominal and hip muscles seem to 
have a much greater natural resistance than 
the muscles of an arm, for instance. It 
takes eight or ten years of constant splint- 
ing to put the muscles of hips and abdomen 
out of commission, whereas 
woman wears her arm in a splint for three 
months the muscles become quite weak and 
flabby. I suppose this is in part due to 
the fact that even the finest corset made 
does not absolutely splint the muscles to 
which it is applied; some small functional 
activity remains in spite of the most in- 
Senious corseting of the average figure. A 
woman who puts on corsets at seventeen or 
eighteen, although her figure is still com- 
paratively graceful without’ splints, will 
generally begin to put on embonpoint at 
twenty-seven or thirty. 

Well, presently wg have a problem on our 
hands: How to reduce a woman in the 
middie without seriously disturbing her 
comparative perfection of contour at both 
ends.

‘Senator Hoke Smith Wires 
the Chamber of Commerce 
That Coal Will Be Avail- 
able at Mines Shortly. 


. Following urgent warnings by the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce that 
the city would soon face‘a serious 
shortage of coal unless immediate re- 
lief were accorded by the government, 
advices were received yesterday indi- 
cating that the government would 
make it possible for Atlanta coal deal- 
ers to get the needed fuel. The warn- 
ing by the Atlanta chamber came as a 
result of an investigation which show- 
ed that the coal dealers of the city had 
barely a two weeks’ supply and that 
they had up until this time been una- 
ble to get coal from the mines. 

Dispatches were sent Senator Hoke 
Smith. in Washington; Dr. L G. Hard- 
man, fuel director for Georgia, and 
Mell R. Wilkinson, chairman of the 
public safety committee of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce, who is now in 
Washington assisting the government 
fn the distribution of fertilizers to the 
farmers. 

Senator Smith was advised that the 


coal situation was acute. He imme- 
Giately tock the matter up with the 
overnment authorities who, according 
o the information received last night. 
informed the senator that the reason 
coal had not been procurable by the 
Atlanta dealers was the fact that the 
government has been encouraging 
mines to ship their coal west. This 


was done, it was stated, because of the , 


weather condidtions in the northwest 
and because it is possible to transport 
coal via the great lakes at the present 
time, a route which will be closed with 
the coming of severe winter weather. 

It was decided to have Dr. Hardman 
file a brief covering the situation and 
stating concisely what Atlanta will 
need, upon receipt of which by the gov- 
ernment authorities the situation will 
be remedied. Senator Smith was as- 
sured that the people of Atlanta would 
be given immediate relief and that no 
discrimination would be practiced 
against them. 

Talter G. Cooper, secretary of the 
chamber of commerce, stated last night 
that according to the estimates receiv- 
ed at his office, Atlanta is using ap- 
proximately 35,000 tons of coal per 
month. The amount of coal necess*"v 
to run this city until December 1 will 
be 50,000 tons. Dr. Hardman was im- 
mediately furnished with figures and 
estimates, and it is expected that coal 
will be available for Atlanta at the 
mines before the end of the week.

“Caucasus Front: There is nothing 
to report. 

“On the Baltic Sunday at 4 p. m. our

-Sisting of four torpedo boats and two 
gunboats, were shelled by a German 
dreadnaught. The torpedo boat Grom 
was severely damaged. 

“Following this twelve, and after- 
wards more, German torpedo boats of 
the newest type, forced their way into 
[bate sound undér cover of the German 


battleships. Our patrol squadron ac- 
cepted battle. The gunboati Khrabry 
was struck twice and the torpedo boat 
; Grom was under a violent fire. Other 
‘torpedo boats covered them, energet- 
ically engaging the enemy. 

“The enemy’s fire was principally di- 
rected on the Khrabry and Grom. All 
the guns of the latter vessel were put 
‘out of action. She also was set on fire 
and a big wave cut the hawsers with 
which the Khrabry was towing her. 
The Khrabry again approached. the 

Grom and once more endeavored to take 
her in tow, but without success, 
the Grom sank. A majority of 
crew were saved by the Khrabry.

Germany Condemned by World. 

Germany stands condemned in the 
eyes of the world, her place is that of 
the pariah, declared Ambassador Jus- 
serand, who added: 

“We are full of confidence. You of 
the south have solved your problems 
with a mastery that everybody admires 
you. We shall solve ours. We have 


done it before. Your alertness is lined 
with patience. 

“In the world war the north and the 
south have enlisted under the banner 
of justice. The sight is awe-inspiring. 
The story of the world offers nothing 
like it. What they fight is treachery, 
perjury, falsehood, corruption, tyranny 
—the meanness of people who destroy 
for no other reason than that they have 
the power to do so—and who cannot 
see something glean without polluting, 
ruining or ki g it—a church, a girl, a 
child, a family hearth, 

“The havoc wrought by that power 
of evil which we are fighting has been 
terrific, but we shall so manage, all of 
us, that it will be unable ever to work 
such ruin again. 

“In Belgium there are now fifty 
thousand houses destroyed; the dead 
cannot be counted. The same with Ser- 
bia; the same with Franoe; wherever 
the barbarian has set foo€é all is ruin. 

“From Belfort to the sea extends that 
long line held with an eqyal fervor by 
the French, the British and the Bel- 
, gians—a moving line whieh the enemy 

is unable to dent and which we are 
' slowly pushing to where it must reach 
and remain forever. 

Number of French Dead Appalling. 

“The number of our dead probably 
is equal to if not superior to one-third 
of the total American population dur- 
ing the war of independence, The num- 
ber of casualties surpasses the whole 
of that population, but I am glad to 
add that the number of French soldiers 
|at present in the field is equal also to 
that population. 

“Nothing more promising has been 
seen than what is taking place here 
since the United States ‘entered the 
great conflict—those appeals from the 
president, from the secretary of agri- 
culture, from that man of wisdom and 
strength, Mr. Hoover, asking the people 
‘at large to do this or kindly abstain 
'from that. There is no law, no obliga- 
‘tion, no threat, no penalty, but you 
know it is in the interests of people 
who are fighting thousands of miles 
away.”

: “Tl beg you to forward to the mem- 
bers and organizers of the southern

SHEFFIELD CHOSEN 
FOR NITRATE PLANT 


Official Announcement of Se- 
lection by the War De- 
partment. 


Washington, October 16.—Sheffield, 
Ala., as a site for one of the nitrate 
plants for which congress appropriated 
$20,000,000 was announced today by the 
war department. 

The site is on the Tennessee river 
near Muscle Shoals. The plant is to 
manufacture ammonia and nitric acid. 
Agreement has been reached between 
the government and owners of the 
land as to the price to be paid for the 
site. 

’ The secretary of war authorized the 


following announcement regarding the 
location of the government nitrate 
plant: 

“The secretary of war announces 
that the president has approved the lo- 
cation at Sheffield, Ala., of the initial 
ammonia and nitric acid plants to be 
constructed with a portion of the $20,- 
000,000 appropriated for nitrate supply 
by the national defense act, providing 
a suitable site be there obtainable at 
a reasonable price. As satisfactory 
prices have now been agree 
the transfer of the several parcels of 
land involved, the location of these ini- 
tial plants at Sheffield may now be re- 
garded as assured, 

“Sheffield, Ala., is located on the 
Tennessee river, just below the Muscle 
Shoals, and is near to the phosphate 
beds of central Tennessee. On the site 
selected there are several substantial 
steel buildings which can be utilized 
with a saving of expense and time. 

“These initial plants were planned 
with a view to determining the best 
and most economical process of nitro- 
gen fixation. Enough land is being ac- 
quired to permit of large expansion— 
by the same or by other processes—in 
case such expansion at the same place 
shall be decided upon. These plants 
will produce material of much value in 
the manufacture of munitions for the 
war. After the war any excess of their 
| product over the munitions require- 
ments may be sold for use in fertilizer.”

For First Time War Samari-| 


tans Must Prepare for De- 
fense—Germans Kill All. 


Washington, October 16.—(Special.)— 
It is stated that as soon as the present 
transfer of soldiers have been complet- 
ed a new system of intensive training 
for all army camps will be inaugurated 
both for officers and men. 

For the officers this means 
in pistol practice, for which a range 
will be established. This the first 
time in the history of warfare that 
“sanitary troops” are compelled to bear 
arms, including doctors, surgeons, Red 
Cross workers and Samaritans of war 
in general 

The order from the general staffs of 
“the allies that doctors must carry and 
be skilled .in the use of arms came 
about as matter of self-protection, 
owing to the German order policy to 
shoot doctors. In all previous wars 
the doctors were saved, but the Ger- 
mans are making them a target, noi 
only in aerial raids against hospitals, 
but. where they ean catch them on the 
field, while caring for the wounded. | 

Intensive training for the men sub- 
jects them to orders to go on “hurry 
hikes at odd times, fully equipped for 
the-field. Some of the hikes will last 
only'a day, and some may be as long 
as three: weeks. On intensive training 
marches the mén must do their own 
cooking.

You'll say we are cut-throats and villains, we men of the Legion, all right:

wire in fourth place in that heat. In

Four Star Starters.

Montgomery Jailer 
Finds Velvet Beans 
Make Good Coffee 


Montgomery, Ala. October 16.— 
(Special.).—A new use for the velvet 
bean, which promises unlimited possi- 
bilities, has been discovered by Sam- 
uel J. Pettus, jailer of Montgomery 
county. The velvet bean makes good 
coffee, Mr. Pettus has found. 

Some time ago Mr. Pettus conceiv- 
ed the idea of experimenting with the 
bean to see if it wonl2 make some 
Kind of palatable drink. {ts color 
Suggested to him that perhaps it 
would make coffee. Following out 
the idea, Mr. Pettus beat some velvet 
beans into small particles so that 
they could be easily run through a 
coffee mill, and then he ground them 
into a powder similar to ground cof- 
ee. 

Then he boiled the ground beans 
for about the same length of time it 
requires to boil coffee. 

Result: A drink that few persons 
can tell from coffee. Since that time 
others in this city have tried it and 
can substantiate the statement of Mr. 
Pettus that the velvet bean makes a 
good substitute for coffee.

MATERIAL GAINS 
IN STOGK MARKET 


Denial of Adverse Rumors, 
Including Possible Closing 
of Exchange, and Large 
Liberty Loan Subscrip- 
tions Help Maintain Prices. 


New York, October 16.—Stocks made 
material recoveries today from recent 
minimum, but the undertone of the list 
was often nervous and hesitant. Defi- 
nite denial of various adverse rumors, 
including one which hinted at the clos- 
ing of the exchange, and the hopes 
based upon tomorrow’s hearing of the 
eastern railroads before the interstate 
commerce commission served to sus- 
tain prices after the first hour. 

President Wilson's appeal for the 
mobilization of the country’s banking 
resources and the large additional sub- 
scriptions to the Liberty Loan were 
factors of more than sentimental value. 


Shorts covered extensively in all the 
more active issues, their operations 
contributing largely to the general re- 
bound. 

United States Steel was prominent 
throughout the session for its relative 
strength. From an early decline to 
99%, the stock rose easily to 103%, 
closing at 103%, a net gain of 3%. 

Gains in other leaders were no less 
substantial, ranging from 1 to 3 points 
among the high-grade rails, 1 to 4 in 
representative industrials, 1 to 3 in cop- 
pers, shippings and utilities, and 2 to 
5 in the varied assortment of special- 
ties, some of which figure in the war 
group. 

Even the tobaccos, motors and other 
speculative issues in recent disfavor 
rallied briskly, and minor rails also im- 
proved perceptibly. Final quotations in 
the main were near the dgas highest 
levels. 

Call money ruled at 0 og al cent, 
and time loans were in greater demand, 
but in light supply, except for the 
shorter periods. 

Bonds were irregular, the trend in 
investments being slightly lower. Lib- 
erty 34%s moved in the narrow range 
of 99.70 to 99.76, Total bond sales, par 
value, aggregated $6,450,000.

SHARP CORN RISE 


UN LIBERAL BUYING 


Purchasing by One Big 
Concern Alone of Million 
Bushels Gives Initial Im- 
petus to Upturn in Prices. 


Chicago, October 16:~Liberal buying 
on the part of strong houses, together 
with accompanying assertions that 
liquidation and short selling had been 
overdone, brought about material ad- 
vances today in the corn market. 
Prices closed firm 1% to 1I%c net 
higher at $1.14 to $1.14% for December 
and $1.09% for May. Oats finished 4% @ 
%ec off, to %, and provisions un- 
changed to 80c higher. 

The fact that one big concern alone 
purchased more than 1,000,000 bushels 
of corn in this first half hour of trad- 
ing gave the initial impetus to the up- 
turn in prices. Further broadening out 
of demand soon took all the surplus 
offerings out of the market, and forced 
many shorts to cover. On the bulge 
commission firms and pit tradeds sold 
freely, influenced somewhat by reports 
of friction between the German and 
Austriaan premiers regarding peace 
terms. No lasting imp.ession, however, 
was made by the bears, rallies in the 
last hour carrying values to the top- 
most point of the session. 

Oats were unsettled by the closing 
out of spreads between the December 
and May options. Rural complaints of 
car searcity received much notice.

GERMANS TORTURING 
BRITISH PRISONER 


Helpless Men and Women Are 
Unspeakably Treated in 
East Africa. 


Washington, October 16.—Insults and 
physical torture inflicted upon helpless 
Englishmen and women by their Ger- 
man captors in German East Africa, 
in the early days of the war, form the 
subject of a special British parliamen- 
tary paper, copies of which have just 
reached this country. 

This report, embracing the sworn tes- 
timony of many missionaries and na- 
tive teachers, will form part of the 
terrible indictment against German of- 
ficlaldom which, it is expected, will be 
brought up at the final reckoning at 
the end of the war. The affidavits are 
| by British civilians, mostly mission- 
; aries, men and women, who were en- 
gaged in church work .among the na- 
tives and who, under afl rules of war- 
fare, were privileged to quit German 
| territory in safety upon twenty-four 
papers notice after the outbreak of 

ar.. 
| Permission to leave was refused by 
the German officials on the ground of 
“the military exigencies,” and the un- 
\fortunate civilians were kept as pris- 
'oners, the testimony says, confined in 
‘crowded quarters, witb insufficient food 
| and much of that unfit for consumption, 
,;and forced to do all sorts of exhaust- 
‘ing labor, so that some were perma- 
{[nently injured in health. 


Every effort was made to degrade 
the prisoners in the eyes of the natives. 
The men were obliged to. act as r- 
ers for native masons and to perform 
many degrading tasks. The women are 
declared to have been obliged to wit- 
ness the bath of German soldiers and 
to submit to insults and abuse from 
— native guards and German civil- 
ans.

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“Honesty Ben” Put in Pen 


For Taking Town Money 
To Protect His Friends 


Plymouth, Mass., October 16.—Benja- 
min C. Reed, 68 years old, former tax 
collector and treasurer of Whitman, 
and widely known as “Honésty Ben,” 
today began a two years’ term in the 
house of correction after pleading guil- 
ty yesterday to the larceny of town 
funds amounting to $25,000. 

Reed made a remarkable statement 
to the court in pleading to the charge. 

“I have done wrong. I realize it now 


and am willing to take my punishment,” 


he said. “I aid tne best I could. Not 


one cent of the $25,000 in my defalcation 


has been appropriated to my own use, 
but rather to meet outstanding taxes 
which threatened to expose my own pe- 
culiar style of bookkeeping.” 

The old man related that at the time 
of manipulating his accounts business 
was dull in Whitman and many of his 
friends were unable to pay their taxes. 
“I knew that if 1 pressed many of them 
who owed taxes,” he went on, “it meant 
the loss of hundreds of homes and the 
wiping out of small bank accounts. 

“TI collected money and applied it to 
the accounts of those who could not 
pay year after year, and the two offices 
I held made it possible for me to trans- 
fer from one account to the.other. Part 
of my salary also was used for this 
purpose.” 

District Attorney Katzman admitted 
there was no eVidence that Reed used 
the money in any other way than he- 
had stated. He had been in office since 
1903
